an Act was passed in the Session of Parliament Preamble, 
holden in the seventh year of the reign of his late Majesty 
King William the Fourth, and the first year of the reign of Her 
present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act to make more effectual Provi- 
5 sions relating to the Police in the District of Dublin Metropolis 

And whereas it is expedient to make more eflcctual provisions for 
the collection of the Police Tax authorized by the said Act to be 
levied; B® ittSewfort dltqtttb, by The QUEEN’S most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiri- 
10 tual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 

assembled, and by the Authority of the same, THAT if any person or H™ Ea'te, 
persons shall neglect or refuse to pay the amount of Police Tax, or Simd 
arrears thereof, to which he or they may be liable under the said Act 
or this Act, for the space of Ten clear Days after personal demand 
15 thereof by the Collector, or demand in writing left at the house, 
land or tenement rated and assessed to such Tax, or at the place of 
abode or occupation of the person or persons rated and assessed to 
such Tax, and after a second demand thereof made in any such like 
manner after the expiration of the said Ten clear Days, then and in 
20 such case it shall and may be lawful for the Collector or Collectors 
appointed to receive the said Rate and Assessments, and his or their 
Assistant or Assistants, by warrant under the hand and seal of either 
of the Justices appointed pursuant to an Act passed in the sixth and 
seventh years of the reign of iii.s late Majesty King W'illiam the 
435- A Fourth, 
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Fourth, intituled, “ An Act for improving the Police in the District 
of Dublin Metropolis ” (who and each of them are and is respec- 
tively hereby authorized and required to grant such warrant), to 
enter into any part of any hoixse, land or tenement so rated and 
assessed, or into any part of any other house, lands or tenements 5 
occupied by tlic person or persons so rated and assessed, and to 
distrain the goods and chattels therein or thereon ; and if the sum 
or sums for which such distress shall have been taken, shall not be 
paid within Five Days after such distress made, together with the 
costs of making such distress, to he ascertained by either of the said 10 
Justices, then to sell so much and such part thereof as shall be sufficient 
to pay such Rate and Assessment, together with all costs and charges 
attending the said distress and sale, returning the overplus, if any, to 
the person or persons liable to pay such llate or Assessment : Pro- 
vided always, That nothing hereinbefore contained shall be con- 15 
stinied to alter or repeal the provisions made by the said first-recited 
Act for the recovery of any Rate or Assessment upon any house let 
out in apartments. 

And be it Enacted, That it sliall and mny be lawful for the 
Receiver appointed under the said recited Acts to sue for, recover 20 
and receive of ami from the person liable, any Rate or Assessment 
payable under the provisions of the smd Act or this Act, by action 
of debt or on the case, or, if not exceeding Ticenty Pounds, by civil 
bill in the Court of the Recorder of Dublin, or Chairman of the 
Sessions of the Peace for the county of Dublin. 25 

And be it Enacted, That if at any time it shall become necessary 
to prove any Rate or Assessment made under the said first-recited 
Act or this Act, it shall be sufficient to produce a certificate from 
either of the said Justices that such sum or sums was or were 
assessed on such house, land or tenement, as the Rate to be paid 30 
towards the maintenance of the Police of the district of Dublin 
Metropolis, which shall be admitted as conclusive exndence of the 
said fact. 

AND whereas it was enacted by the said first-recited Act that the 
said Justices should from time to time, as they found occasion, by 35 
warrant under their hands, appoint one or more proper person or 
persons to rate and assess all houses, lands and tenements situate 
and being within the said district of Dublin Metropolis, to such 
annual Rate as should from time to time be fixed and determined by 
the said Justices, not exceeding the amount of Eightpence in the 4® 
Pound, according to the full and fair annual value thereof ; and that 
eveiy such Assessor or Assessors should, within Forty Days after 
the delivery to him or them of the warrant of his or their appoint- 
ment.

mciit, deliver to the said Justices an Assessment for each place named 
in such warrant, which Assessment should specify the names of the 
several owners or occupiers of the respective houses, lands and tene- 
ments comprised in such Assessment, the full and fair annual value 
5 of the same, and the amount of Police Tax chargeable thereon 
respectively; and it was also provided by the said Act that all 
houses, lands and tenements included in the general valuation made 
of the City of Dublin, pursuant to an Act passed in the fifth year of 
the reign of King George the Fourth, intituled, “ An Act to pro- 
jo vide for v<aluing the Houses situate in and near the City of Dublin, 
and for the more equal Payment of the local Taxes there,” should, 
so far as such valuation might be applicable to the purposes of the 
said recited Act, be valued, rated and assessed to the said Police Tax 
according to their respective annual values, as set forth jn such 
valuation; and that the said Assessors should adopt the same, and 
rate such houses, lands and tenements accordingly, unless where, 
upon aj)peal from any Assessment made under the said recited 
Act in manner thereinafter mentioned, it should have been deter- 
mined that the said valuation was erroneous : And whereas the 
20 said general valuation made pursuant to the said Act of the fifth 
year of the reign of King Geokge the Fourth has been found 
to be erroneous to a great extent, and the same cannot, under 
the hereinbefore recited Enactments, be amended, except upon 
appeal, and it is therefore necessary to enable the said Justices to 
2^ make a valuation of any house, lands and tenements not included in 
such general valuation which they may think necessary previous to 
the imposition of the Rates and Taxes which by tlie said Act tliey 
are authorized to levy; BE it therefore Enacted, That it shall and 
may be lawful for the said Justices from time to time, as they shall 
30 think fit, by warrant under tlieir hands, to appoint One or more 
proper person or pei-sons to ascertain the full and fair annual value 
of all and every or any the houses, lands and tenements liable to 
Assessment under the said Act ; and the person or persons so ap- 
pointed shall for that purpose have all such powers and authorities 
3^ as by the said Act passed in the fifth year of the reign of King 
George the Fourth conferred upon the persons appointed to make 
the valuation thereby authorized, and shall, wdtliin such period as the 
said Justices shall direct, return such valuation to them, and verify 
the same upon oath (which oath the said Justices, or either of them, 
40 arc or is hereby authorized to administer) ; and sucli valuation shall, 
unless where upon appeal from any assessment made under the said 
recited Act the same shall be altered, and if so altered upon appeal, 
then as so altered in the place and stead of the said general valu- 
ation of the city of Dublin made under the said recited Act, and 
shall be adopted, so far as the same may be applicable, by the 
435- A 2 Assessors 
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Assessors from time to time appointed by the said Justices to assess 
the said Police Tax, until a new valuation of the same houses, lands 
and tenements, or any of them, shall be made under the autho- 
rity of the said Justices, and so often as any new valuation of any 
houses, lands or tenements shall he made under such authority the 5 
same shall take place, and be in lieu of any former valuation, and of 
the like force and effect.

The vaiuaiion be it Eiiacted, That it shall and may be lawful for the said 

rate inay he Justices, if they shall so think fit, to direct any houses, lands or 

adopted. tenements, liable to Assessment as aforesaid, to be assessed to the 10 

said Police Tax, according to the valuation (so far as the same may 
be applicable), which has been or may be made under or for the 
purposes of an Act passed in the last Session of Parliament, in- 
tituled, “ An Act for the more effectual Relief of the destitute Poor 
in Ireland ■” and in case of any such direction, the said last-men- 15 
tinned valuation shall be adopted by the Assessors from time to time 
appointed by the said Justices as aforesaid, and shall be valid for the 
purposes of this Act and the said recited Act, any thing herein 
or therein contained to the contrary notwithstanding; Provided 
always, That it shall be lawful to appear against any Assessment 20 
made upon any valuation by this Act authorized in like manner and 
time, and subject to the like provisions as against any Assessment 
made upon any valuation in the said Act mentioned. 

And be it Enacted, That all public buildings liable to be rated 
and assessed for the purposes of an Act passed in the forty-seventh 25 
year of the reign of his late Majesty King George the Third, in- 
tituled, “ An Act for the more effectual Improvement of the City of 
Dublin and Environs thereof,” shall be rated and assessed for the 
purposes of and in the manner directed by the said first-recited Act 
or this Act. 3 *^

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All Tines and And be it Enacted, That in all cases in which any fines, jienalties 
or forfeitures, or shares of fines, penalties or forfeitures, arc by any 
law now in force, or shall hereafter be limited and made payable to 
Tax. jjgj. Majesty and Her heirs and successors, as to any description of 

persons other than the informer, who shall sue for the same, or the 35 
party aggrieved, and which shall be recoverable by or before any of 
the divisional Justices of the Police District of Dublin Metropolis, 
shall be accounted for and paid into the hands of the Receiver of the 
Police District of Dublin Metropolis, to be applied by the said Re- 
ceiver towards defraying the expenses of the Police Establishment of 
said District. 

And 
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And be it Enacted, That the divisional Justices of the Police 
District of Dublin Metropolis shall from and after the passing of this 
Act, have and exercise all such rights, powers, privileges, jurisdic- 
tions and authorities, as are or may be had or exercised by the 
5 divisional Justices of the Division in which the Castle of Dublin is 
situate in relation to any offence or offences prohibited by a penalty 
or penalties imposed by or recoverable under any Act now in force, 
or which shall hereafter be passed relating to Hackney and other Car- 
riages, or any veliicles whatsoever, or the owners or drivers thereof ; 

1 0 and every or any one or more of the divisional Justices of the said 
Police District of Dublin Metropolis, shall attend at such place or 
places within the said Police District, and as he or they may be from 
time to time directed and required by the Justices appointed under 
the pro-vdsions of the said Act of the sixth and seventh years of the 
1 reign of his late Majesty King William the Fourth, by any writing 
under their hands, for the purpose of hearing and determining com- 
plaints in relation to any such offences or penalties as aforesaid. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, Tliat when any action shall 
be brought against any constable appointed under the hereinbefore 
20 recited Act of the sixth and seventh years of the reign of his late 
Majesty for any act done in obedience to a warrant addressed to him 
to be executed, such constable shall not be responsible for any irre- 
gularity in the issuing of such warrant, or for any want of jurisdiction 
in the party issuing the same ; and such constable may plead the 
2$ general issue, and give such warrant in evidence, and upon pro- 
ducing such warrant, and proving that the signature thereto is the 
handwriting of the person whose name shall appear subscribed 
thereto, and that such person is reputed to hold the oflice, and to act 
in fbc capacity in virtue of which he may have signed the warrant, 
30 and that the act or acts complained of were done in obedience to 
such warrant, the Jury who shall try the said issue shall find a 
verdict for such constable, and such constable shall recover his 
costs of suit. 

AKD whereas the first herein-recited Act contains an enactment 
35 in the words following : “ And be it Enacted, That it shall be lawful 
for the Lord Lieutenant or other chief Governor or Governors of 
' Ireland for the time being, from time to time, by the advice of his 
Majesty’s Privy Council for Ireland, to order that any parish or place 
in the County of Dubhn, or County of the City of Dubhn, of which 
40 parish or place any part shall be situate within the limits or boundary 
described in the said Schedule, shall, after a certain day to be named 
in such order be added to and form part of the said Police District,

Enactment ; BE it therefore Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the 5 
said Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors, from 
time to time, by the advice of the said Privy Council, to order that 
any parish or place in the County of Dublin, or County of the City 
of Dublin, of which parish or place any part shall be situate within 
Eight miles of Her Majesty’s Castle of Dublin, shall, after a certain lo 
day to he named in such order, be added to and form part of the 
said Metropolitan Police District, and thereupon and by force of 
such order such parish or place shall be and become, to all 
intents and purposes, part of such Police District, as if the same 
had been originally included in such District by virtue of the said 1 5 
Act. 



Mnd Do^, And he it Enacted, That it shall be lawful for any constable 
belonging to the Metropolitan Police Force to destroy any dog or 
other animal reasonably suspected to be in a rabid state, or which 
has been bitten by any dog or animal reasonably suspected to 20 
be in a rabid state ; and the owner of any such dog or animal who 
shall permit the same to go at large after having information or 
reasonable ground for believing it to be in a rabid state, or to have 
been bitten by any dog or other animal in a rabid state, shall be 
liable to a penalty not more than Five Pounds. ^ -
